A  life  may  be  affured  from  the  age  of 
eight  to  fixty-feven,  for  any  certain  time, 
or  for  the  whole  continuance  of  the  life, 
upofr  payment  either  of  a  grofs  fum,  or  of 
an  annual  premium,  each  proportionate 
to  the  age  at  which  the  life  begins  to  be 
allured,  and  to  the  time  the  affurance  is  to 
continue.

The  following  tables  fliew  the  rate  of 
annual  premiums  for  affurances  made  on 
a  tingle  life  for  one  year,  for  the  certain 
term  of  feven  years,  and  for  the  whole 
continuance  of  life ;  whereby  any  perfon 
will  be  enabled  nearly  to  eftimate  the  pre« 
mium  to  be  paid  for  any  term  greater  or 
lefs  than  feven  years.  But  every  policy 
becomes  void,  upon  the  party  whofe  life 
is  allured  going  beyond  the  limits  of  Eu~ 
rope,  (unlefs  licence  (hall  have  been  fpeci- 
ally  obtained  from  the  Court  of  Direftors, 
and  a  proportionable  premium  paid)  or 
dying  upon  the  feas*  The  policies  of  per- 
fons  allured  on  their  own  lives  alfo  become 
void,  if  the  allured  die  by  their  own  hands, 
or  by  the  hands  of  juftice*

An  addition  of  twenty-two  per  cent,  computed  upon  the  premium 
is  charged  upon  military  perfons  $  and  the  fmall  addition  of  eleven  per 
«ent.  upon  perfons  not  having  had  the  fmall  pox. 

The  Court  of  Directors  have  a  difcretionary  power  of  fixing  the  pre¬ 
mium,  when  any  peculiar  hazard  attends  the  life  upon  which  the 
afiurance  is  made. 

Perfons  preferring  the  payment  of  a  grofs  fum  or  fingle  premium 
uspon  an  afiurance  for  any  certain  term,  are  chargeable  in  a  due  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  annual  premium  for  fuch  term. 

Every  perfon  making  any  afiurance  with  the  fociety  pays  five  /hil¬ 
lings  in  the  name  of  entrance  money  ;  and,  if  the  fum  a/Tured  exceed 
one  hundred  pounds,  the  entrance  money  is  charged  after  the  rate  of 
five  /hillings  for  every  hundred  pound.  But  if  the  perfon,  upon 
whole  life  an  Afiurance  is  propofed,  does  not  appear  before  the  Direc¬ 
tors,  the  entrance  money  is  charged  after  the  rate  of  one  puond  for 
every  hundred  pounds. 

Alfo  every  perfon  propofing  any  afiurance  is  required  to  make  a  de- 
pofitolfive  /hillings,  and  in  cafe  the  fum  propofed  to  be  afiured  /hall 
exceed  one  hundred  pounds,  the  depofit  will  be  encreafed  after  the  rate 
ot  two  /hillings  and  fixpence  for  every  hundred,  which  depofit,  if  the 
party  afterwards  declines  making  the  afiurance,  or  negledbs  to  compleat 
the  lame  lor  the  fpace  0/  one  lunar  month,  is  forfeited  to  the  ufe  of 
the  fociety  j  but  if  the  Court  ot  Directors  refufe  or  decline  making 
fach  afiurance,  the  money  depofitcd  is  returned,

Every  perfon  defirous  to  make  affurance 
with  the  fociety  muft  fign  a  declaration  by 
himfelf  or  agent,  fetting  forth  the  age, 
ftate  of  health,  profefiion,  occupation,  and 

other

other  circumftances  of  the  perfons  whofe 
lives  are  propofed  to  be  affured  ;  and  alfo, 
in  cafe  fuch  affurance  is  made  upon  the 
life  of  another  perfon,  that  the  intereft 
which  he  has  in  fuch  life  is  equal  to 
the  fum  affured.  This  declaration  is  the 
bails  of  the  contract  between  the  fociety  and 
the  perfon  deiirous  to  make  fuch  affurance  ; 
and  if  any  artful,  falfe,  or  fraudulent  re- 
prefentation  fhali  be  ufed  therein,  all  claim 
on  account  of  any  policy  fo  obtained,  fhali 
ceafe,  determine,  and  be  void,  and  the 
monies  which  fhali  have  been  paid  upon 
account  of  fuch  affurance,  fhali  be  for¬ 
feited  to  the  ufe  of  the  fociety. 

♦ 

Every  perfon  making  affurance  with  the 
fociety  becomes  a  member,  and  enters  into 
a  covenant  that  he  will  conform  to,  obferve, 
and  keep  the  flatutes,  bye-laws,  rules,  or¬ 
ders,  and  ordinances  of  the  fociety.  But 
no  member  has  a  right  to  vote  at  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Court  who  is  not  affured  in  the  fum 
of  300I.  or  upwards,  upon  a  life  or  lives 
for  the  whole  continuance  thereof* 

The  bufinefs  of  the  fociety  is  conducted 

and 
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and  carried  on  by  fifteen  Directors,  an¬ 
nually  chofen  out  of  thofe  members,  who 
are  aflfured  with  the  fociety  in  the  fum  of 
loool,  or  upwards,  upon  a  life  or  lives  for 
the  whole  continuance  thereof, 

#  Of  which  fifteen,  one  is  Prefident,  and 
two  are  Vice-Prefidents  of  the  fociety  •,  and 
five  Directors  conftitute  a  Court, 


The  Directors  from  time  to  time  nomi¬ 
nate  five  perfons  Truftees  for  the  fociety, 
to  execute  policies  and  take  fecurities  in 
their  names ;  and  whenever  the  number  is 
reduced  to  three,  new  Truftees  are  nomi¬ 
nated.

A  general  court  for  the  election  of  Di¬ 
rectors  is  held  annually  upon  thelaft  Thurf- 
dav  in  the  month  of  March,  or  within 
forty  days  next  after,  at  which  Court  ten 
of  the  then  Directors  are  to  be  continued 
for  the  year  enfuing,  and  five  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  fociety  are  to  be  chofen  and 
admitted  into  the  number  of  Directors  in 

the  room  of  five  who  are  annually  to  go 
out. 

The  Directors  eleCt,  from  among  them- 

felves,  one  perfon  to  be  Prefident.

The  Prefident  nominates  two  of  the  Di¬ 
rectors  Vice-prefidents,  to  aCt  in  his  ab- 
fence.

On  the  death  of  a  Prefident,  another  is 
elected,  and  if  at  any  time  five  vacancies 

happen 
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happen  in  the  number  of  Diredtors,  the 
fame  are  filled  up  by  a  Genetal  Court. 

Four  General  Courts  are  held  in  each 
year,  (upon  the  fir  ft  Thurfday  of  the  fe- 
veral  months  of  March,  June,  September, 
and  December)  and  as  many  more  as  the 
Prefident,  either  of  the  Vice-prefidents, 
any  five  of  the  Directors,  or  any  nine  mem¬ 
bers  qualified  to  vote,  fhall  think  neceffarye 

At  thefe  Courts  are  exhibited  Accounts 
of  the  ftate  of  the  affairs  of  the  fociety  : 
and  ftatutes,  bye-laws,  rules,  orders,  and 
ordinances,  are  made  for  the  good  govern¬ 
ment  thereof ;  but  fuch  ftatutes,  bye-laws, 
rules,  orders,  or  ordinances,  are  not  bind¬ 
ing  until  they  have  received  the  approba¬ 
tion  of  two  fucceflive  General  Courts  of 
the  fociety,  whether  quarterly  or  extraordi¬ 
nary. 

The  premiums  of  affurance  are  from 
time  to  time  vefted  in  the  public  funds,  or 
in  real  or  other  good  and  fufficient  fecuri- 
ties  at  the  difcretion  of  the  Directors.

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If  any  premium  remain  unpaid  thirty 
days  after  the  time  ftipulated  in  the  policy, 
fuch  policy  becomes  void  bnt  if  the  de¬ 
faulter  (hall,  within  three  calendar  months 
after  the  time  fo  ftipulated,  (the  perfon 
on  whole  life  the  alfurance  was  made  being 
then  alive  and  in  good  health)  pay  the  faid 
premium,  together  with  the  additional 
fum  of  ten  fhillings  upon  every  iooL  af- 
fured  by  fuch  policy,  then  fuch  policy  is 
revived  and  continues  in  force. 

If  at  any  time  it  (hall  appear  to  a  Ge¬ 
neral  Court  of  the  Society,  that  the  pre¬ 
miums  received,  and  to  be  received,  will 
not  be  fufficient  to  pay  the  claims,  then 
the  General  Court  are  to  direct  a  call  to 
be  made  upon  the  feveral  members  of  the 
fociety,  in  proportion  to  the  fums  then 
allured,  for  making  good  the  deficiency  ; 
for  which  call  credit  is  to  be  given,  and 
the  call  afterwards  to  be  repaid,  with  in*> 
tereft,  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent* 

It  a  Call  fhould  at  any  time  be  requifite, 
(which  is  highly  improbable)  the  members 
allured  for  a  fingle  year  will  be  rated  to¬ 
wards

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Wards  fuch  call  in  the  proportion  of  two 
third  parts  of  the  fum  charged  upon  the 
members  allured  for  the  whole  continuance 
of  life,  for  every  xool.  by  them  refpeddvely 
affured.

If  in  procefs  of  time  it  fhall  appear  to  a 
General  Court,  that  the  fociety  has  ac¬ 
quired  a  capital  more  than  fufficient  to  up¬ 
hold  its  credit,  as  well  as  to  fatisfy  all 
claims,  to  which  it  may  be  liable,  the 
members  of  the  fociety,  who  are  fubjedt  to 
contribute  towards  a  call,  will  participate 
of  the  benefit  thereof  in  proportion  to.  the 
fums  in  which  they  are  affured,  and  to  the 
number  of  years  of  their  ftanding  in  the 
fociety*  either  by  an  increafe  of  their  re- 
fpective  claims,  or  in  fuch  other  mode  as  a 
General  Court  fhall  deem  moft  expedient.

Perfons  who  fhall  make  affurance  for 
annuities  to  commence  upon  the  extin&ion 
of  the  life  affured,  inftead  of  grofs  fums 
to  be  paid  on  fuch  event,  are  not  liable  to 
contribute  towards  a  call,  nor  entitled  to 
any  proportion  of  a  Dividend, 

All 
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All  claimants,  upon  the  deceafe  of  any 
perfon  whofe  life  (hall  have  been  allured 
by  the  fociety,  mull  make  proof  thereof  by 
affidavit  or  certificate,  and  give  fuch  further 
information  refpedting  the  fame,  as  the 
Court  of  Directors  fhall  think  fatisfaftory. 

The  time  for  payment  of  claims  accru¬ 
ing  by  death  is,  in  cafe  a  death  happens  in 
the  firft  year,  within  fix  calendar  months 
after  the  expiration  of  that  year.  But  if 
the  life  affured  furvives  the  firft  year,  then 
within  fix  calendar  months  after  proof  of 
the  death  (hall  have  been  made,  as  afore- 
faid9 

And  it  any  difficulty,  doubt,  or  contro- 
verfy  fliall  at  any  time  arife  in  the  fociety, 
touching  the  management  or  concerns
